On the 24th day of January, 1867, Holmes 
Sells executed his mortgage deed to Guthrie 
& Co., upon 8 city lot in the city of Atlanta 
to secure the payment of a promissory note 
for thesum of $2,822 50, bearing even date 
with gaid mortgage, and due sixty days after 
date. The oe was ve recorded, 
foreclosed and levied on the city lot described 
therein and claimed by Donald McPhee. 
It appears from. the evidence in the record 
that subsequent to the execution of the 
mortgage, the city lot was assigned and set 
apart to Sells, the mortgagor, as 2 homestead, 
for the benefit of himself and family; that 
afterwards, on the 19th of April, 1870, Sells 
and his wife, with the consent of the Oidi- 
nary, conveyed the lot by deed to the claim- 
ant for the consideration of $1,750 00 paid 
by him.

A mortgage in this State is 
only a security for a debt, and passes no title 


if the plaintiffs had the legal title 
to the lot of land, and were 
seeking to recover the possession of it 
from the claimant by a suit at law, under 
the facts of this case, that he could not set 
off the value of his improvements against 
their claim for the mesne protits of the land ? 
The 2906 section of the new Code declares 
that against a claim of mesne profits the 
value of improvements made by one bona 
fide in possession under a ciaim of right, ia a 
proper subject matter of set off. It is also 
provided by the 8468th sec:ion of the Code 
that a trespasser cannot set off improvements 
in an action brought for mesne profits, ex- 
cept when the value of the premises has been 
increased by the repairs or improvements 
which have been made. In that case, the 
jury may take into consideration the improve- 
ments or repairs, aad diminish the profits by 
that amount, but not below the sum which 
the premises would be worth without such 
improvements or repairs. It is true the 
plaintiffs are not seeking to recover mesne 
profits for the use of the land, but they are 
seeking to subject the improvements put on 
the land by the claimant to the payment of 
their mortgage debt, and these sections of 
the Code are ciied fcr the purpose of showing 
what is the declared policy or our law in 
regard to improvements made on land as 
aginst the claim of one who has the legal 
litle to it, even as against a trespasser. ‘The 
equitable right of a trespasser to be allowed 
the value of his improvements mude on the 
land when the value of the premises has 
been increased thereby is clearly recog- 
nized by our law, as well as when im- 
provements have been made by one acting 
in good faith under a claim of right, as in 
this case. But this is not a new principle 
introduced into our Code, it was a principle 
recognized by Courts of equity in England 
long anterior to 1776. In jtooking into Vi- 
ners Abridgement (vol. 14th, new edition, 
124), we find two cases reporied in which 
purchasers were allowed compensation for 
improvements, one of which was rade with- 
out notice of any iscumbrance, the other 
with notice. In the case of Peterson vs. 
Hickman, “The hu:band made a lease of the 
wife’a land to one who was ignorant of the 
defeasible title, the lessee built upon the 
land, and was at great charge therein. The 
husband died, and the wife avoided the lease 
at luw, but was compelled in equity to yield 
a recompense for the buillipg, and bettering 
of the land, for it was so much the better 
worth unto her.” In Wally vs. Whaley, “A 
purchaser who, before his purchase money 
paid, or deeds executed (:hough not befure 
hig contract made), had notice of a prior 
settlement, was ordered to be allowed what 
he had laid out in lasiing improvements upon 
the tenements, though made pending the 
suit.” Equity, as defined by Grotius, and 
recognized by Blackstone, is the correc- 
tion of that wherein the law, by rea- 
gon of its universality, is deficient. Eqnity 
jurisdiction is establisbed and allowed of this 
State for the protection and relief of parties 
where, from any peculiar circum :tances, the 
operation of the general rules of law would 
be deficient in protecting from ant cipated 
wrong, or rélivvivg tor injurics done,—Coae 
3081. it is true,as «a general ,ruie, that 
equiiy follows the law, that is to say, a Court 
ot equity would be as much bound by a 
positive statute of the State asa Court of 
law would be. In the languave of our Code, 
eqnity is anciilary not antagonistic to the 
law, hence equity follows the law where the 
rule of luw is applicable, and the analogy o1 
the law whrre no rule directly applicable. 
Code 3043. Now, there is n9 rule of law, of 
which we are advised, is direcily spplicable to 
the claimanis’ claim to be paiu for the value 
of his improvements put on the land, under 
the facts of this case. and therefore we must 
follow the analogy of the law in protecting 
his unqucstioned equitable riguts. We have 
already shown, by the sections of the Code 
before cited, what is the policy of the law 
as to making compcnsation tor improve- 
ments made on the land in a suit by the 
party having the legal title where such im- 
provements have iucreaced the value 
of the premises‘ even in the case of 
a trespasser. The clsimant in this 
case was not a trespasser; he purchased 
the lot in good faith and went iato the pos- 
session of it under color of law, and claim 
of right; he was not a mere wrong doer in 
taking po: session of the lot and putting the 
improvements thereon, and it would seem 
that the plaintiffs should be contented with 
making him lose the original purchase 
money paid for the lot by the sale of it for 
their benefit, without seeking to take from 
him the value of his improvements, and have 
the same appropriated t. the payment of 
their debt, to which they have no just or 
equitable claim. But-we entertain nu doubt 
as to the jurisdiction of a Court of equity in 
this State to protect the claimant as to the 
value of his improvements on the statement 
of facta disclosed in the record, and the Court 
below eried jv sustaining the demurrer to the 
Claiman’’s equitable defense. The law by 
reason cf its universality is deficient to 
reach the justice and equity of this case, in 
view of its peculiar circimstances. In our 
judgment the Court below should decree a 
sale of the mortgaged property, and that the 
plaintiffs in the mortgage fi, f4. be first paid 
the proven va'ue of the property covered by 
the morigage at the time of the purchase of 
the same by the claimant, exclusive of the 
claimanv’s improvements, with interest on 
that proven value from the date of such pur- 
chase up to the day of sale, and tbat the 
claimant be allowed to receive out of the 
proceeds of said sale the proven value of his 
substantial improvements put on the 
lot, provided, the property shall seil for 
enough to pay both, butif not, the plaintiffs 
to be first paid the proven value of the prep- 
erty covered by the mortgage at the date of 
the _purchase aforesaid (exclusive of im- 
provements) with interest as before stated.
